Judge Eason gave the rule govern- 


ing tbe point and said the lime when 
tee letters were destroyed had much 
to do with whether the witness could 
testify as to their contents.

and took a seat near the door to the 
south witness room. 


•'With whom did you commit tbe 


first act of infidelity "after your mar- 
riage?" 


"George Heller." 
-I have visited at Ed Guthrie's in"

I know Susie Wills, and saw her at 
Guthrie's." 
Mr. Adams had been 


asking what Mr. Merrell claimed were 
leading questions and was cautioned. 
Mr. Adams was explaining when Mr. 
Merrel interrupted, and Mr. Adams 
went after bim for the interruption. 
Judge Eason declared them out of or- 
der, and commanded the examination 
to proceed.

Captain James asked the court to 
instruct the witness to answer given 
questions in such manner as to pre- 
vent her from being convicted of 
crime. Judge Hunter objected, and

Judge Eason decided he would not in- 
struct tbe witness, but allow ber to 
answer. 


"1 bare been

George Helter. I rode with him from 
Newcomerstown to Isleta. We bad 
met in Columbus and went to New- 
comersiown on tbe train. 
I rode 


with hj|m from Newcomerstown to 
near Port Washington. He asked me 
to meet him in Newcomerstown on 
ibis occasion. 
I went buggy riding 


with him at tbe farmers' picnic, 
saw George Helter, there and I rode 
with him from Dresden to lhe picnic 
ground. I walked around with him 
and we ate dinner together. 
After 


the picnic Heller and I walked to 
Trinway. We went to the hotel and 
remained there an hour." More tes- 
timony was here given tbat cannot be 
printed in THE AGE. 


'•My husband and I separated the 


last of October or tbe first of TSovsm- 
ber.1' the witness continued. "Hel- 
ter told me if I would come to Coshoc- 
ton he would take care of me and see 
that 1 got aiong all right. 
After the 


separation I went to Ed Gutbrie's 
and stayed there two or three weeks. 
Helter called on me three or four 
times. Helter gave me seme money 
and premised to help me. I went to 
Conesville for a time and then moved 
to Coshocton where I run a boarding 
bouse on Third street. L was there 
from the last of November until the 
first of April. I then moved to tbe 
Stowe property on Second street 
where I now live. 
•'I know the prosecutor of this 


county, Mr. Wheeler." 


"Did he have you indicted for keep- 


ing a house of ill repute'/" 


"An objection was raised and Cap- 


tain James ssid that the prosecutor 
was one of Heller's counsel when the 
indictment was found and intimated 
it was done to intimidate the wit 
ness. Prosecutor Wheeler wanted to 
defend 
himself. Judge Eason said 


the prosecutor needed no vindication 
that tbe indictment bad been regu- 
larly found and the case went on. 


"1 plead guilty to t-hecharge. 
"I remember" riding to lhe fair- 


ground with Georee Helter about tw« 
years ago when I was living at Isleta 
I came here on the morntng'train and 
went to my sister's. She was working 
at tbe fairground with her husoand. 
but lived on Second street where I 
met 
him. 


"I received no other help from Hel- 


ter except what I bave stated." 


After recess Mrs. Helter was brought 


from 
the witness stand, and Mr. 


Rausch conducted tbe cross examin- 
ation. 


'•I was married in 1895 to Doctor 
Kistler. I had known him a year. 
We went to North Liberty to live. 
Before my marriage I had lived in 
Conesville. 
At North Liberty my 


husband practiced medicine and I 
looked after the house. 


"About a year and a half after oar 


marriage we had trouble. I don't re- 
member what the trouble was. 
We 


parted and lived apart three or four 
weeks. I was at home, and he was in 
Conesville a part of tbe time. He did 
not call until be came after me. 
We 


parted because Doctor Kistler would 
not 
allow 
my parents 
to come 


to 
see me 
nor 
me to go and 


see 
them. 
It 
is not 
a 
fact 
tbat 
my 
parents 
are 
immoral 


people 
and he didn't want tbem 


around on that account. 


-Before we parted we bad several 


quarrels, perhaps a dozen times. The 
second quarrel was because I wanted 
to go to a boy's funeral and be woula 
not let me. The boy was 12 or 13 
years old. I was well acquainted with 
his parents. It is not a fact tbat be 
had been a sweetheart of mine. 
His 


father had never been intimate with 
me- The doctor did not want me to 
go to tbe funeral because I was not 
well. We quarreled the third time 
because I went to Mrs. Wallace's 
bouse and when he came bome I w«.s 
not there. They were nice people.We 
had a few words and that was all. He 
began the scolding. We had not in 
any of these quarreL, come to blows. 


'•We had no more quarrels until we 


came back to Conesville, eight or nine 
months after we moved to Njrth Lib- 
erty. The doctor didn't have a very 
good practice. My mother occasion- 
ally comes to visit me but my father 
does not. They separated about a 
year ago. I don't know wh? they sepa- 
rated. My moiher never told me- 
Tbeyare notdivorced. 


"Tbe next quarrel was about two 


years after we went back to Cones- 
vilie. I wanted to go bome and tbe 
doctor said I didn't like my parents. 
He gave me uo reason. He knew my 
parents. I did not obeyhim. I went 
home. We quarreled often, almost 
daily. Sometimes 1 was the cause and 
sometimes he was. I don't know bow 
many quarrels we had. I can't tell 
you the number because I don't know. 
There are four times we came to 
blows. 
He whipped me with his 


hand and once or twice with his fist. 
I don't remember what we were 
quarreling about when he first struck 
me. 


"Just before we parted the last 


time he accused me of immoral con- 
duct. The second time he whipped 
me my mother came down and he or 
dered her to leave tbe bouse. 


"1 bave been to -dances but only to 


one while I was married. My bus- 
band did not object to it. It was at 
Joe Dowley's across from our house. I

Dr. William L. Elkin. director of the 


Vale astrocoiuleal observatory, an- 
nounces, according to a special dis- 
patch from New- Haven to tbe Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger, that plaits have 
been made to devote the neliouieter at 
the observatory to the most novel 
scheme iu the history of astronomical 
stations ia the universities of the 
world. Five large institutions, four in 
Europe and Yale m America, have 
formed a co-operative association to 
study parallaxes more extensively and 
exhaustively than would otherwise be 
possible. Dr. De Hall of Vienna sug- 
gested tbe plan, and tbe Yale astrono- 
mers gladly Indorsed It. It will result, 
it Is hoped, in furnishing a large num- 
ber of well distributed parallax results 
from which valuable deductions aud 
Important stellar discoveries will be 
made possible. 


Professor Elkin's annual report, which 


was recently announced, describes in 
detail the experimental work which has 
been carried on the past year with the 
heliometer. which has been tbe princi- 
pal instrument used at the station tbe 
past year. 
Nearly all that bag been 


done at the observatory the past year 
has been with tbe beliometer and cam- 
eras. The most important work done 
has been to secure several supplemen- 
tary series on tbe parallaxes of large 
proper motion stars. Dr. F. L. Chase 
has observed six such series and Pro- 
fessor Elkin and Mr. il. F. Smith, tbe 
observatory assistant, five. 


The work of securing the parallaxes 


of tbe proper motion stars, which has 
been in progress for a year, is now en- 
tirely completed. When the results are 
announced late this fall, something of

of abhorrence- His presence In their 
company, according to their tenets, is 
pollution- The pariahs are not distin 
guished by any typical appearance, bnt 
they are so downtrodden that they nev 
er learn enough to raise themselves 
migrate aad conceal their identity. In 
India, too. there is a tradition which is 
preserved by every caste whereby a 
man follows the trade of his father anc 
remains in the same place from genera- 
tion to generation. 


The only solution for tbe enigma of 


elevating a race surrounded by such 
conditions was education, and Colonel 
Oleott has begun the good -work. Out 
of bis own small means he established 
the first school, and the news "of his 
work reaching friends in America, and 
elsewhere in the world, which be has 
traveled over from Norway to Austra- 
lia, and contributions were made to the 
work. There are now COO or 700 chil- 
dren in tb<-?e schools, and Colonel OI- 
cott is preaching their cause In his trip 
through North and South Ajnerica. His 
propaganda is a peculiar one, for he 
never asks for anything. He tells the 
needs of the people for whom he ia 
working and gladly accepts help, bnt 
neither through him nor any member 
of tbe society is any one ever dunned 
for a contribution.

osophy. Colonel Oleott is regarded as 
one of its wonder workers, bnt his serv- 
ices, which are in large demand, are 
given, when they are given at all. with- 
out price.

• .ie was Admiral Kimberly's action in 
assembling tbe Trenton's band on deck 
and playing "God Save the Queen" as 
the British cruiser Calliope, with more 
engine power than the other ships pres- 
ent, steamed out to sea and safety. 
The admiral, while in imminent peril 
of his life, with bis ship grinding to 
pieces on the reef, recognized the sea- 
manship and skill of tbe British ex- 
ploit and lined up bis crew and band 
on deck to cheer. 


Admiral Benham is best known as 


the man who broke the blockade at 
Ilio de Janeiro in the Brazilian rebel- 
lion of 1S95 and not only enabled Amer- 
ican merchantmen to discharge their 
cargoes, but gave the deathblow to the 
attempt to re-establish the Portuguese 
monarchy in Brazil. He made fruit- 
less efforts through diplomatic means 
to secure permission from the rebels 
who controlled the navy of the repub- 
lic for some American vessels laden 
with Qonr to discharge their cargoes at 
the Rio wharfs. Finally be served no- 
tice on the rebel Admiral de Gama that 
he intended to convoy the flour vessels 
to the city. 
The little second class 


cruiser Detroit, 
under Commander 


Willarf H. Brownson, now of the bat- 
tleship Alabama, started by Benham's 
orders to escort two American mer- 
chantmen through the blockade line- 
Two rebel battleships, with shotted 
guns and their crews at quarters, bar- 
mi the way. One of them fired a. shot 
across the bow of the Detroit, and 
Brow;ison responded with a shell aim- 
ed at the hull of the Brazilian and 
shouted over the side that he would 
sink her if another shot was fired. 
Tbis ended the incident and the revo- 
lution. 
De Gama attempted to mur- 


render to Benham, but tie latter re- 
fused to regard him as an enemy. Oth- 
er foreign commanders followed the 
example of Benbam. the blockade was 
completely broken, and the attempted 
restoration of the monarchy went to 
pieces. 


A story is told showing Admiral Bea- 


bam's coolness in danger. He and sev- 
eral companions were in Ascension, 
tbe capital of Paraguay, one day when 
a score of Paraguayans attacked them. 
Fearing serious trouble, the compan- 
ions of Benbam advised a hurried run 
for tlieir boats.

Tbe marriage of tbe wvlowed Doefa- 


ess of Albany, who hi

bereaved Earl of Bosebery, would bar* 
taken place* long ago bad not the qoeen 
sternly declined to countenance the 
union, says toe Xew York World. Vic- 
toria believed that widows should not 
marry again, aud in this particular in- 
stance she felt that tbe marriage of the 
duchess would be au act of unfaithful- 
ness to tbe memory of her dead son. 


So strongly did her majesty insist 


upon ibe most rigid conduct that dur- 
ing ibe IT years that have elapsed since 
the death of Prince Leopold, duke of 
Albany, the duchess has eschewed so- 
ciety and has devoted her life to the 
rearing of her sou aud daughter to sci- 
ence aud to good works. She invented 
a peculiarly shaped school seat, for 
which she received a gold medal and 
wbi'-b is now iu geueral use. 


In the midst of her studies, her 


schemes for charity and social reforms. 
she found time to become Interested hi 
the eminent earl, who when a Iwy had 
ont>? said that he had three ambitions — 
to become prime minister, to win the 
Derby and to marry the richest heiress 
in England— all of which he accom- 
plished. She even made a mild attempt 
to win the queen over to consent to 
their marriage. The queen would not 
hear of it, and as the duchess was de- 
pendent upou an allowance made 
through her mother-in-law's will and 
did not wish to mortally oOTeiid her. as 
she knew she would if she married 
again, she resigned herself to the Inevi- 
table. 


All is plain sailing now. As Prince o( 


Wales the present king was always on 
terms of closest intimacy with the Earl 
of Rosebery. Within tbe last few days 
the king recalled the earl from the con- 
tinent to offer to him. It is conjectured. 
the premiership, which many believe 
Lord Salisbury is about to give up. 


The announcement that the Duchess 


of Albany is to accompany her sover- 
eign and brother-in-law to Scotland, 
following so fast upon the report that 
Rosebery is to again take the reins of 
state, makes it appear certain that the 
king intends to see that the long de- 
ferred marriage is carried out within a 
short time. 


Lord Kosebery married Hannah, the 


only 
daughter 
of the enormously 


wealthy Baron iieyer Amschel de 
Rothschild, by whom he had four chil- 
dren. all still living. The Duchess of 
Albany is the youngest daughter of the 
Prince of Waldeck-Pyrmont, a. German 
princeling, -with no wealth to speak of. 
Her marriage to Prince Leopold was a 
iove match. Lord Rosebery is 54 years 
old. The Duchess of Albany is 40.

STUDENTS AS PROFESSORS-. 


Hmi-ru-d rndercrmdutea Offer In- 


•trnctlon to Workiacviem. 


An interesting experiment has been car- 


ried on for some eight or ten years in 
Cambridge. Mass., with the idea of utiliz- 
ng the waste energy, so to speak, of Har- 
vard university, not exactly in a plaa ot 
university extensioiI7~as it is usually un- 
lerstood. bnt for the direct advantage of 
the university's 
immediate neighbors 


among the working classes. 


Some ten years ago a yonng man, llr. 


lot»ert E. Ely, was attending the lectures 
>f the Harvard Divinity school and at the 
same time carrying on meetings in the 
"Port." as the manufacturing part of 


iflbridge is called- The idea occurred 


c him f rotn this double experience of life 
n Cambridge that something might be 
lone systematically to bring the cultiva- 
tion and instruction of the university di- 
rectly to bear upon those whose lives 


ere passed more or less hopelessly ti 


the toil and struggle of the factories and 
shops. 


This was the germ of what is now 


called the Prospect union, an organiza- 
ion of workingnie-o. comfortably housed 
n a commodious, well appointed building, 
with regular instruction in classes taught 
iy Harvard undergraduates. The union 
las no official connection with the nni- 
'ersity itself, bnt unofficially the ties that 
lind the two together are very close in- 
eed. The volunteer undergraduate fac- 


ulty numbers some 75 Harvard students 
and teachers, and the union, has never 
lacked help and encouragement from the 
officers and professors of the university. 
Amons: its wannest helpers have been 
Colonel Thomas Wentworth Hig-ginson, 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale. Professor 
Charles Eliot Norton, the late governor 
of Massachusetts. William E. Russell; 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and James Rus- 
sell Lowell. 


The principal features of the onion are 


its evening classes and lectures. 
The 


classes :n English are usually among the 
largest and most satisfactory, from read- 
ing, spelling and grammar to rhetoric and 
tbe writing of themes and elocution and 
debating. Arithmetic naturally attracts 
a large number of pupils. Tbe work ia 
algebra and geometry is always encourag- 
ing, and there are small classes in trig- 
onometry, calculus and mechanics. Latin 
is a much more popular study at the be- 
ginning of the first term of the year than 
at the end of the last term: many also 
who begin the study of French and Ger- 
man witb too sanguine expectations drop 
out after the first few weeks in the 
classc-s. Howc-ver, there are several mem- 
bers who ha^e in two. three or four 
years actjcirec! a reading knowledge o* 
a foreign language and some facility in 
writing and speaking it, aad some men 
continue to grapple with Latin and even 
Greek for successive years with fair re- 
snlts.
